EGYPT AND HER ARTS. 


Points from a Lecture by Mrs. Amelia B. 


Edwards, the Eminent Ejrj-ptoluglst. 
It was a large and cultured audience 


which was gathered in Chickering hall 
recently to hear Hiss Amelia B. Edwards, 
critic, authoress and lecturer, deliver the 
first of a series- of lectures on Egypt 
and her arts. They expected much and 
were lift disappointed, the adCre'.s being 
a choice and instructive entertainment. 
MKs Edwards is pre-eminently an En- 
glishwoman—refined, intelkctual, trav- 
eled and well read. The principal points 
of the lecture follow:

Having no idea 


of perspective the feet of the figures'were 
drawn upon the same plane. Still the 
iutual picture i< not so preposterous as 
the di -niptiiin would ^cem; the lines arc 
dr.inn with such freedom and graceful- 
i H s s t l n t u e forget the dtfonnity. 
In 


toluiing, the men were painted a deep 
brown and the women yellow. 


The features and dress also recened a 


conventional representation. The ancient 
Eg.\ pti.in was not a painter, but an illu- 
minator. He could not depict the widow 
weeping at the side of the mummy of her 
husband, nor Pliaraoh shying his thou- 
sands, liut in the representation of race 
t'haracteristics and indmduals, alien 
types ami alien costumes, he was inimit- 
able. The notion is prevalent that the 
Eg^ ptian artist took moie liberties with 
the human form divine llian any other, 
but it io not the case. The early artists 
in all times and in all nations begin in the 
same way. and make precisely the same 
errors. Nothing in Egypt has been dis- 
covered so ludicrously feeble as the draw- 
ing on the proto-llomeric vases of Greece, 
contemporary with the time of Rameseb 
III. at even which period true Egyptian 
art was in its decadence. 


Here were uispla} ed a number of pho- 


tograph- direct from the original, by 
means of a}-oweiful stereopticon, Miss 
Edwards pointing out their salient char- 
acteristics. 
Che contrast between the 


early Greek pictures and the finished 
Egyptian, wr.s in ieed laughable, but it 
was noticed that the Conner developed, 
while the latter, having arrived at a cer- 
tain point of perfection, remained at fi 
standstill. 
Continuinir, the lecturer said 


the Greeks learned from the Egyptians, 
but at length the Egyptians adopted the 
progressive Grecian ideas. 
When the 


huge labyrinth near Heliopolis was de- 
stroyed by the Roman government, a 
portion of its site was made use of as a 
place of burial by an extensive Grseco- 
Egyptian colony. Here the new art came 
into being: perhaps a variation of roiling 
the bandages over the face of the mummy 
suggested it. 


Faces and heads were painted full face 


with light and shade to give the sem- 
blance of relief. The material was gen- 
erally wax laid on panels of cedar wood. 
The colors were applied in powder form 
to the surface of the soft wax by a eeed 
brush. The result was an immense step 
forward. 


By means of the stereopticon a series 


of specimens of this latter portraiture 
found in recent excavations were pro- 
jected on the screen. The faces were 
exceedingly interesting, thedrawing. ex- 
pression and light and shade effects he- 
ing excellent. The faces, particularly 
those of the women, bore an exceeding- 
ly modern look, and were complete to the 
most minute detail.—Boston Advertiser.

Bac* to Get Six Years. 


Xtw Trial Refnsed-The Prisoners Appear- 


ance—Civil Cases. 


Judge Hughes, ot Mattoon, got up at 


four o'clock this morning in order to take 
the early train to teach Decatur, so that 
he could reopen the September term of 
the circuit court, as previously arranged. 
This is the 32d day of the term, and it is 
close on the January term which will be- 
gin the litter part of ntxt month. 


COXVICT HABKIS IN COCBT. 


The principal object of the return of 


the Judge was the further consideration 
of the case of H. H. Harris, of TJrbana, 
who in October, 1888, was tried for for- 
gery and uttering a forged paper at the 
Brownback bank in Blue Mound, by 
which act Thomas Davis, of Macon, was 
defrauded out of $400. Harris, it will be 
remembered' was engaged in taking 
orders for a patent hay-fork. It was 
shown at the trial that Mr. Davis sup- 
posed he was signing a contract when he 
took the order for forks. The signatures 
were so affixed that the contract was con 
verted into a note which was nego- 
tiable and Harris realized on it, Harris 
was arrested and remained in jail until 
a farmer from Urbana went on

He went direct to Jolie 
from here without further action in court 
and entered the penitentiary January 16

MAY GET $500,000 


Captain Bob Foster Fighting for 


His Rights in Kentucky. 


'8quire David L.Foster, of the circuit 


clerk's office, is in receipt of a very inter- 
esting letter from his brother, Captain 
Robert M. Foster, a native of Alt. Zion 
this county, who went into the Federal' 
army as first lieutenant of Co. C, HCth 
Regiment, and was mustered out as Cap- 
tain of the company. The Captain's home 
is at Fredonia, Kansas, but his letter was 
written at Pineville, Bell county. Ken- 
tucky, where the Captain has been busily 
engaged in an important undertaking for 
Sve months. He writes: " 
•• * I have 


epent live months in Kentucky looking 
up a large land estate that my wife's 
grand uncle i Henry Banks) possessed at 
the time of his death in l^S.3. I heard of 
ic first last July a year ago. This estate 
consists of about 300,000 acres of coal and 
timber lands m eastern Kentucky and 
Virginia. I have commenced suit in the 
United States court at Covinjrton. Ky., 
tore-over .50,0(1') acres in Bell county, 
and two miles north of Fmeville. The 
land is now occupied in the valleys by 
squatters. Part of the land is very moun- 
tainous but it is covered with good tim- 


ber, and ha? a 36-inch vein of coking coal 
above drainage level, besides other veins 
higher up. These set tiers are an igno- 
rant and lawless set of fellows, conse- 
quently hard to manage. I attempted to 
survey this tract of land six weeks ago, 
but the squitters got together with their 
Winchester rifles and drove the survey- 
ing party out. I Since then by order of 
the United States court commissioners 
have been app'v'nt"d 'o ",ak • 'h-eiirv-n) 
The 'r '<". ; .1" ,u., » A: >un 1. THIS bonn- 
J u > is jjjsiJered worth at least 8500.- 
000, and I think we will recover half 
some say two-thirds. All of the land is 
claimed by the squatters and by parties 
to whom they have sold. Two months 
ago the squatters had contracted to sell 
8,000 acres to Louisville parties for 8&-1,- 


000, and had partly arranged to sell the 
timber off the 8,000 acres to Michigan 
lumbermen for 850,000. but I arrived 
just in time to stop the deals. Nothing 
can now be done until the question of 
title is settled, and we own tha oldest 
title beyond any kind of doubt, as I have 
looked the matter up thoroughly. There 
are three branches of heirs—the Traugh- 
bers of Kansas; and Durretts and Ma- 
gowens of Kentucky. 
The Kentucky 


heirs pay their share of the expenses, and 
most of mine, as I have done all the work 
so far, or nearly so. These squatters did 
everything in the way of bluster that 
they could, thinking to scare me out, but 
it wouldn't work. I stayed with them 
and intend to until I get what I think 
we are entitled to. They don't talk shoot 


so much since I got them into court. 
They have a feeling of terror for the 
United States court, as some of them 
have been handled in this same court for 
making 'moonshine' whisky. They don't 
fear the local courts, as they could come 
in with their Winchesters and run the 
court." 


Evidently Captain Foster has a big 


job oa hand, but as there is no doubt as 
to the legal rights of the heirs, he will 
unquestionably come out victorious. He 
will not be soared off. He made too 
good a soldier in time of war to be 
frightened out of Kentucky by squatters 
in time of peace.

The fact is that 
England collects yearly millions of dol- 
lars more revenue from American imports, 
through her custom houses on imports 
from England. The amount r.,ised by 
that Koverntnent annually, on imports, is 
about 8100,000,000, of which $30,000,000 
is raised on imports from the United 
States, while our duties on imports from 
Great Britain are about 825,000,000 an- 
Dually. That is, Great Britain, with a 
population half as great as ours, realizes 
85000,000 more revenue upon our pio- 
clucts every year, than we realize upon 
hers.

An Old Indian Workshop. 


Tin? geological survey, through Profes- 


sor W. H. Holmes, has recently made 
some most impoitant discoveries of In- 
dian robes just west of Washington, on 
what is known as. Piney Branch hill. The 
find appears to be the remains of an 
Indian workshop for the manufactureof 
implements, weapons, etc. The tpot has 
been excavated and implements liavo 
been found clear to the bed rock. The 
discovery is considered to be of the great- 
est importance by archaeologists. It car- 
i-' 's our knowledge of the ancient inhab- 
itants of this locality much further back 
than any previous discoveries. 


These chipped stone ioaplements found, 


it is said, go back to the paleolithic age 
and show the country to have been in- 
habited at a much earlier period than 
has been generally supposed. 
Imple- 


ments of this class have never before 
been found except upon the surface, and 
it has always been a question among 
scientists as to what they referred. These 
instruments discovered by the survey 
bear a marked resemblance to instru- 
ments found in France, which have been 
referred to the sanfe ancient period of 
the world's existence. 
Mr. Holmes will 


announce and discuss-his discovery in a 
paper to be read before the Anthropolog- 
ical society.—Washington Star 


A Historic Mark. 


An order h.is been passed by the trus- 


tees of this city which, if carried into ef- 
fect, as, wo- believe it will be. will work 
the demolition uf all that remains of the 
buildings that once stood \\ itlnn the pali- 
sades of Suiter's fort. 
The order directs 


that the streets be opened through the 
property. Not only will the last remain- 
ing relic of the historic spot be thus oblit- 
erated, since a street line cuts through it, 
but the plat will be divided into small 
parcels audits identity lost to history and 
to human interest. The owner of the 
property is a non-resident of the city; he 
derives no rental from it, unless a meager 
pasturage pays him a small sum. and lie 
will not sell to those who wi»h to restore 
the fort and convert the plat into a park. 
If all appeals to the owner fail, if he re- 
mains deaf to the hundreds of requests 
that have been made, and still refuses 
to iiame his price, we propose when the 
streets are cut through, that at the inter- 
section of the highways there shall be 
planted a simple enduring stone to mark 
the spot where John A. Sutler raised th- 
Amencan flag and gave shelter to th. 
early pioneers of California. 
And that 


on the. stone there be inscribed Ihe fact 
that a certain citi/.en of Chicago—naming 
him—stubbornly refused to sell the his- 
toric sput to the people for a reserve at 
any price.—Sacramento Record-Union.

Something About the First Editions of 


the Great Poet's Works. 


Adolph Sutro has endeavored for a 


long time to complete his unfinished 
"first four folio" editions of Shakespeare, 
With him this has been a labor of quiet, 
but uninterrupted, 
research. 
Of the 


first folio edition (1613) there are only 
five complete copies known to exist. 
One is in the British museum, another 
in the French National library, another 
in the National library at Munich, one in 
the possession of Lord Ellesmere, and 
the remaining one is now owned by the 
Baroness Burdett Coutts. 


These books are now worth a king's 


ransom in gold; in fact, it is not to be 
supposed that money could purchase 
them from their opulent possessors. In 
the Sutro library this first edition was 
rendered almost complete yesterday by 
tlie receipt of seven plays heretofore 
lacking. What is now sought after to 
render it entire is the last leaf in the 
play of "Locrine," a play which is an 
apocry phal one, so far as Shakespeare's 
authorship thereof is concerned, but 
which is always found in the first four 
editions of his works. Besides, there 
still remains another defect. 


Tlie original steel engraving, copied 


from an oil portrait of Shakespeare now 
in tlie possession of the Duke of Devon- 
shire, and found only as the frontispiece 
in the first edition of his works, is want- 
ing. Tins is known as the "Droeschut 
engraving." To procure this Mr. Sutro 
relies upon his ingenuity and money to 
purchase it from some one who has a 
broken set of this edition, and who will 
not be so likely to hoard it in the pres- 
ence of a tempting price. Of these there 
are supposed to be quite a number among 
the private families in England and per- 
!iap» in the musty alcoves of second hand 
dealers on the continent. 


The second edition (1632) was rendered 


complete by yesterday's contribution, 
lave that it too is minus the last leaf of 
"Locrine." 
The same should be said of 


the third edition (1064), while the fourth 
edition (ICSo). so remarkable for its 
width of margin, as compared with its 
predecessors, is exempt from any de- 
ficiency. 


All these editions an; alike in the table 


of contents, containing besides the now 
commonly accepted pLiys of Shakespeare, 
such dramas as "The London Prodigal," 
"History of Thomas, Lord Cromwell," 
etc., 
while the dedication i*, quaintly ad- 


dressed to "the most noble and incom- 
parable pair of brethren, the Earls of 
Pembroke and Montgomery." 


Tlie rent roll of Shottery Mtadow is a 


nuecr little piece of bound vellum, six- 
teen pagi s, biaring date 1020-21, and 
winch began its accounts an 1 statement 
of rents about the period « hen the Pil- 
grim fathers were storm tossed on the 
ocean on their way to their new home. 
Shottery Meadow is located three miles 
from .Stratford-oil-Avon, the birthplace 
of Shakespeare, and the little book of 
parchment, parts of it well preserved, 
with its ehirography quite distinct, but 
in some places faded and obscure, showed 
how accounts were kept with small farm- 
ers in those days, when land was leased 
by the acre, dole or swath, the latter de- 
riving its name and being measured in 
width by the sweep of a scythe. 


The book possesses intrinsic interest for 


the admirers of Shakespeare, because 
among the tenants therein recorded, to- 
gether with their allotments of land, are 
the names of Thomas Combe, to whom 
Shakespeare left his sword by will; Bar- 
tholomew Hathaway, the poet's brother- 
in-law, and "John Will the older and 
John Will the younger," also relatives of 
Shakspeare.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


A Horse Strain El(ht Miles. 


A horse belonging to a ferryman was 


on the boat yesterday at Irvine, and was 
in the act of drinking, when he plunged 
forward from some cause and fell into 
the water up to his nose. With remark- 
able instinct he turned around and swam 
to the boat, and made several attempts 
to crawl back into it, but it only served 
to push it further away. By this time 
he had drifted below the ferry, and then 
he made efforts to get out upon either 
bank. In this he also failed, as the bank 
was too steep. 


He then turned aside and swam down 


the middle of the river. The ferryman, 
Mr. White, made van efforts to rescue, 
his horse, and, watching him until he 
was out of sight, gave up all hopes of 
ever seeing him again. Xext morning 
the messengers on the Irvine stage were 
amused at the manner in which the ferry- 
man was fondly caressing a horse which 
had just arrived, and later learned that 
the steamboat from Ford had picked up 
the swimming animal eight miles below. 
When dragged upon the boat he sank 
down, too completely exhausted to stand. 
When this became known thesympathiz- 
ing passengers joined with Mr. White in 
his exuberance over the recovery of his 
noble steed.—Richmond (Tvy.) Register. 


Ex-Crown Triucess Izabel. 


Izabel, who is Dom Pedro's only living 


child, was born in 1846. In 1864 she was 
married to Prince Louis of Orleans, comte 
d'Eu, the eldest son of the Due de Ne- 
mours, and cousin of the Comte de Paris. 
She has three sons, the eldest 14 years 
old. The crown princess acted as regent 
during her father's absence in 1876 and 
again in 1888. In a public address at 
Pernambuco about two months ago the 
Countd'Eu. her husband, then a general- 
issimo in the army, solemnly declaredon 
behalf of bis father-in-law. Dom Pedro, 
and in the name of his wife and children, 
that the entire imperial family \vas pre- 
pared to surrender the throne and leave 
Brazil as soon as the nation had by popu- 
lar vote expressed its desire for a repub- 
lic in lieu of a monarchy. From this it 
would seem that symptoms of disaffec- 
tion had appeared at that time.—Chicago 
Herald. 


Better Wake Up. 


If such a monarchy as that of Dom 


Pedro can be quietly overthrown and a 
republic proclaimed, the crowned heads 
of Europe had better wake up and bolt 
the back door and ring for the patrol 
wagon. It's the handwriting on the 
wall.—Detroit Free Press.
